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Summary of reasons for decision: 

'More Joy Of Sex: A Lovemaking Companion To The Joy Of Sex' is a scholarly study of the 
scientific and social implications of the sexual experience, usually in a communal or group setting. 
It was first published in 1974 to high praise from critics, counsellors and sex educators. The book 
was previously classified by the Indecent Publications Tribunal as "Indecent in the hands of 
persons under the age of sixteen” on 27 February 1976 (IPT 852). It has been submitted by the 
Auckland Libraries under s42 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 for a 
reconsideration of that classification, because of the time that has elapsed since that initial 
decision. 


The book describes and depicts sexual activity between consenting adults as well as a cache of 






sexual fantasies and taboos. Some of the detail in sections on first-time sex and 
dominant/submissive sexual role-playing requires a mature attitude and knowledge of sex. 
Therefore availability of this material, while primarily educational in nature, could have a negative 
effect upon children and younger teens in the process of forming sexual attitudes and behaviours, 
in particular those who are not yet sexually active or fully aware of the nature of adult sexual 
activity. Given these factors, injury to the public good is likely unless the book’s availability is 
restricted to older teenagers and adults. A restricted classification limits the right to freedom of 
expression as affirmed in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, but in this case this is a 
reasonable limitation that is justifiable given the risk of injury to the public good.
